%n 1918 a new country was 
“made” out of long-tortured 
geographical areas. It was chris- 

tened ‘the 
Kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croats 
and Slovenes.” 

Later, this 
namewas 
changed to Yu- 
goslavia — land 
of the South 
Slavs. 

A polite, 
scheming, bar- 
gaining Soviet 

delegation now is in Belgrade, 
the ancient, unpretentious capital. 


A short time ago Pravda was 
pubushing attacks on Yugo- 
sliavia and its dictator Tito. 
Among the milder epithets ap- 
pliea to Tito was that he was a 
“running dog for the Western 
imp»-rialists.’””’ Today, Pravda is 
emphasizing that Yugoslavia, 
too, is a Communist country in 
which there are but peasants 
and workers. The nation has no 
capitalist class, says Pravda; 
therefore, the Soviet Union and 
Yugoslavia have the’ same ideol- 
ogy and must work together. 

Dictator Tito makes no direct 
reply. He is not a forgetful man. 


The Russians have sent Nikita 
Khrushchev, who is head of the 
Communist Party, and Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin to Belgrade. It 
is very likely that these two, 
acting according to plan, will 
use the meeting with Tito as an 
opportunity for sending up trial 
baLoons in advance of the Big 
Four meeting. 


Heresy 


T’to is merely another bizarre 
and contradictory figure in a 
lorz line of such persons emerg- 
ing ffom the history of what to- 
day is called Yugoslavia. He is 
an old-time Communist. 
most of his life he was a Rus- 
sian product, trained in Moscow 
and greatly honored by Stalin 
an’. his associates. Beginning 
with Marx and written deeply 
into Communist doctrine by 
Lenin, is the basic Communist 
law. namely, there can be no 
Nationalist competition between 
Communist governments. In 1948 
Tito quite literally stunned the 
Kremlin 
independent of Soviet direction. 


Since that time he has mapn- 
aged to avoid assassination, and 
apparently maintained a _ loyal 
army and people. That now the 
Communist government which 
succeeded Stalin should be com- 
ing *o him with its hat in hand 


is an absorbing aspect of today’s | 


complex maneuverings on the in- 
ternational front. 


Yugoslavia undoubtedly will be 
offered various forms of trade 
bd» Russia. Without question, she 
will take what she feels most 
will benefit her. Tito is no 
stranger to Soviet methods. 


Yugoslavia 

Major provinces of Yugoslavia 
gre names almost synonymous 
with violence. Serbia has pro- 
duced probably the _ hardiest 
people in Europe. They always 
have been great soldiers. They 
hav. borne centuries of persecu- 
tion without losing their culture 
or nationalist fervor. 


Macedonia, Slovenia, Croatia 
Slovenia and Montenegro are 
names written in blood and his- 
tory. It was on a bridge in 
Saraievo in June of 1914 that a 
grand duke was assassinated, 
blow the world into the first 
great war. 

The Croats and the Serbs his- 
torically are the same family. 

The Croats and Slovenes lived 
wnder Austrian and Hungarian 
rule. 

The Serbs lived for half a mil- 
Jennium under the most cruel, 
corrupt and brutal of Turkish 
despots. 

The Croats and the Slovenes 
had considerable educational fa- 
cilities. The Turks attempted to 
crush out the Serb language. 
The Croats and the Slovenes be- 
came complete and enthusiastic 
coliaborators:-Many of them at- 
tained high political and military 
posinon. The Serbs ruthlessly 
were reduced to serfdom. 

When the second great war 
came it was, in: general, Serbs 
vho stood staunchly, even fool- 
hardily, against the Nazis. . The 
Croats advanced a policy of ap- 
peasement. 

The Germans and their allies 
were without mercy. They de- 
gs royed cities, they looted, raped, 
burred and left wounds which 
will never heal. 

It was typical of the area that 
it should have produced two 
guerrilla leaders, Mihailovich 
and Tito. Mihailovich was a 
tragedy. Tito survived as the 
winner. What now is called 
Yugoslavia always has been one 
of history’s keys. That is why 
the Russians are there today— 
seeking a bargain.

UDALL, Kan., May 27 (#—Public 
and privute purses opened gen 
erously and strangers worked over 
time today to restore life to this 
tornado-destroyed town. 

Victim of the worst storm dis- 
aster in Kansas history, Udall was 
left with only one habitable struc- 
ture—a small residence. Already 
72 dead and more than 200 in- 
jured had been counted out of a 
population of 500. An estimated 
50 were missing. 

The casualties were part of the 
114™killed and more than 700 in- 
jured in a series of vicious twist- 
ers that ripped through Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Missouri 
Wednesday night and Thursday. 
Property damage in the midconti- 
nent area was estimated in the 
millions. 

U.S. FUNDS GRANTED 

President Eisenhower, respond- 
ing to an appeal from Gov. Fred 
Hall of Kansas, today authorized 
the Civil Defense Administration 
to use whatever funds are neces- 
sary to aid the state’s stricken. 

In Blackwell, Okla., where 18 
were killed and 500 injured by a 
tornado that immediately preceded 
the Udall disaster, most relief 
work was undertaken by that 
city’s own citizens. It is a much 
larger community than Udall. 

New trouble for Blackwell, 
however, came today from the 
flooding Chikaskia River that 
loops the city north and east. It 
was in the northeast section that 
the tornado struck. The river 
crested at 25% feet, 3% feet 
above flood stage, blocking high- 
ways in the stricken area and 
forcing evacuation of 15 lowland 
families. 

The full extent of Udall’s de- 
struction was measured by Ward 
Stuber, Winfield, Kan., Red Cross 
Disaster Committee chairman. He 
reported 170 homes completely 
wrecked, 18 so damaged they are 
not livable and will have to be 
razed, and only one relatively un- 
acathed. Only three business and 
public buildings were not leveled 
and these three a-e unusable.

Can 
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Mr. Barwick Wants 
A ‘Special Brand’ 


That was a remarkable statement made 
by Cook Barwick, Atlanta attorney and 
member of the State Personnel Board, at 
the meeting of the Georgia Bar Associa- 
tion Thursday. 

Mr. Barwick said the state’s lobbying 
law should be amended to give attorneys 
more freedom in advising the General 
Assembly on legislation, He said lawyers 
have a right and a responsibility to assist 
the Legislature and should not be branded 
as lobbyists and forced to “wear a metal 
clip in their ears” for so doing. 

Mr. Barwick is right in one respect. 
Lawyers do have a right and responsi- 
bility to advise the legislators. But so do 
all other citizens as individuals and as 
groups. That is the only way a repre- 
sentative democracy can function. 

But Mr. Barwick is completely wrong 
in implying that lawers as a class should 
be given free rein to lobby for their 
clients without registering as such. “Ad- 
vising” the Legislature on bills as paid 
agents for special interests is a far cry 
from merely fulfilling the duties of cit- 
zens, Lobbyists should be known as lob- 
byists and all members of the Legislature 
and the public as well should also know 
whom they represent. 

Lobbyists must register in Washington. 
Why is the situation different in Atlanta? 
Why should paid representatives of spe- 
cial interests be permitted to function 
furtively and even openly on the floor 
of the General Assembly to influence 
legislation that affects every citizen and 
remain unidentified’ 

Mr. Barwick is quoted as saying that 
lobbyists outside the legal profession 
should be curbed but that no further re- 
strictions should be made on lawyers. 
For heavens sake, what is the difference 
between lobbying lawyers and lobbying 
accountants? 


All interests that make up our total 
economy have a perfect right to present 
their cases. They have the right of free 
speech, free press and legislative petition 
to protect themselves. But let it be open 
and aboveboard. 

Lobbyists are paid legislative agents. 
They should not be ashamed to admit 
it. There’s no stigma attached to being an 
honest lobbyist. 

Perhaps it would be better if lawyers 
took the advice of another of their num- 
ber, William- B. Saxbee, of Ohio, who 
warned yesterday, too, against the prac- 
tice of some lawyers of “prostituting their 
names and talents for money.”

Private Schools Have 


Financial Crisis, Too 


Dr. Goodrich C. White, president of 
Emory University, has announced that 
the school will raise its tuition by $25 a 
quarter, effective next fall. The increase 
will bring tuition costs to $600 for the aca- 
demic year and was made necessary by 
rising costs. 

Dr. White’s. announcement drew at- 
tention to the plight of private schools, 
which if possible, is worse than that of 
publicly supported institutions. Unless a 
private school has a large endowment, 
and apparently there is no such thing as 
a large enough endowment, it is staring 
disaster straight in the face these days of 
inflated costs. 

This country is dedicated to the prin- 
ciple of literacy for everybody, which 
means public schools for all who want to 
attend. However, by its very nature, pub- 
lic education is geared to the least com- 
mon denominator. Public education, too, 
being tax supported, must avoid contro- 
versy and subjects whieh are disagree- 
able and may smell! of heresy to the aver- 
age voter. 

Public education necessarily is sen- 
sitive to public opinion. Private schools 
can afford more independence of thought 
and are not as susceptible to pressure as 
schools subsidized by taxes. 

In these days when mass suggestion 
has been brought to a fine art, and the 
mass reflex is being exploited to the full- 
est, we need independent thinkers and 
speakers as never before. Private schools 
may be the last strongholds of intellectual 
freedom. They deserve support, if only to 
provide leaven for the somewhat heavy 
dough of mass education.

Repeated walkouts by union locals while 
previous contracts were in effect led to 
the company’s insistence on this clause. 

The union gained certain wage con- 
cessions, most of which were offered be- 
fore the strike. But workers lost a total 
of $17.500,000 in wages and additional 
funds they would have received had the 
contract been signed earlier. 


The union gained an extra holiday and 
certain other concessions regarding classi- 
fication of employes and arbitration, but 
many of these were offered before the 
strike occurred. 

Union members appear happy with 
the terms of ‘the contract as finally ac- 
cepted. Let us hope that they think long 
and carefully in considering what they 
have gained through the strike that could 
not have been won “without it. 


Inconvenience to the public caused by 
the strike caused less resentment than the 
vandalism and violence that accompanied 
it. A few reckless individuals brought 
resentment against the entire union that 
will linger for a long time. 

The bewildered public is glad the 
strike is over. It also hopes there will be 
no recurrence and that responsible men 
and women will be able to reach de- 
cisions next time without the extremes of 
the event just ended.

Bulganin Is Premier. 


But Who Is the Boss? 


Arrival of the Soviet delegation in 
Yugoslavia is leading to speculations about 
who is the top man in Russia. Is it Premier 
Bulganin or is it Party Boss Nikita 
Khrushchev? 

Outside of the fact that the Russian 
leaders are eating crow and Premier Tito 
seems to be enjoying every minute of 
that, the amazing fact about the confer- 
ence thus far is that Khrushchev is in 
the forefront. Bulganin is described as 
looking like a bewildered old man. 

Khrushchev. was first off the plane 
when it arrived in Belgrade. He acted as 
spokesman, humbly apologizing for the 
way the Kremlin has treated Tito in the 
past. In all instances, Khrushchev seems 
to be the real “boss” instead of merely 
party chief. 

So the riddle of who is actually suc- 
cessor to Stalin goes on. While Khrush- 
chev does not appear yet to have abso- 
lute power, he seems to dominate the tight 
little group that is now running the 
show. 

As for the trip to Belgrade, almost 
anything could come of it. Tito is in a 
splendid bargaining position and the Rus- 
sians know it. And the West must re- 
member that he is first and last a Com- 
munist and can hold little love for de- 
mocracy. His defiance of Moscow puts him 
in a favorable position of playing one 
side against the other. 

The trip by these Russian leaders to 
Yugoslavia indicates their very real fear 
of the spread of Titoism—a term that has 
come to mean the development of na- 
tionalist Communist movements inde- 
pendent of Moscow.

Bread Upon the Waters 


Georgia has a new laboratory in the 
field of agricultural research. 

The building is at the Coastal Plains 
Experiment Station at Tifton and was 
dedicated recently by Gov. Marvin Grif- 
fin. Already Tifton experiments have paid 
off richly by adding té the farm wealth 
of the South. Coastal and Suwannee Ber- 
muda grasses were developed there, 
along with finer and more productive 
food crops. 

Research is the key to progress in to- 
day's world. Medicine, industry and agri- 
culture solve one problem after another in 
their laboratories. Through research comes 
man’s release from many onerous bur- 
dens, from pain and hunger. 

Research into crop and animal pro- 
duction is of particular importance. The 
world’s population is outstripping the 
world’s arable acres. More meat and food 
per acre is the only way starvation can 
be kept at bay. 

Georgia is fortunate in this phase of 
research. The experiment stations of the 
College of Agriculture of the University 
System have been in the forefront of the 
revolution that brought diversified agri- 
culture and meat production to Georgia, 
and brought them here to stay.

Science Has Declared War 


On Manv ‘Farm Diseases 


All the news in the medical scientific world isn’t being made in 
the field of human treatments. There's plenty of developments in our 
scientific treatment df farm livestock. 

And the developments being made in Georgia should be good 
news to all of us whether we have farming interests or not. 


Bang’s disease, or brucellosis, a 
fever which attacks cattle and 
through them attacks people, is 
under attack in two of Georgia's 
state publications. 

Other forms of brucellosis are 
carried by infected hogs, as well 
as goats and sheep. 

When caught by man from live 
stock, the disease is known as un- 
dulant fever. 

While the pasteurization of milk, 
the inspection of cattle, and the 
vaccination of calves have great- 
lv reduced undulant fever in C-or- 
gia, there are still a number of 
cases reported each vear. Ten 
years ago 169 cases were reported 
to the Georgia Department of 
Public Health. Last year only 45 
cases were reported. ~ 

Geqrgia’s Health, monthly bulle- 
tin of the Georgia Department of 
Public Health, gives details on the 
effects of undulant fever on hu- 
mans and recommends pasteuri- 
zation of milk and the vaccination 
of calves as means of controlling 
the disease. The drug aureomycin 
is described as‘the first generally 
accepted treatment for undulant 
fever.in humans, Even the drug 
does not work Tn every case. 

The Market Bulletin gives de- 
tails on the Georgia Department of 
Agriculture's program for the vac- 
cination of’ calves as a means of 


controlling brucellosis. With shots 
furnished free by the federal and 
state governments, 178 veteri- 
narians in the state are cooper- 
ating to put the program across. 

Rural families or families living 
in communities where there are 
no pasteurization facilil! says 
Georgia's Health, can make their 
milk safe either by heating to 160 
degrees Fahrenheit, stirring con- 
stantly, or by bringing to boiling 
point. (A dairy thermometer costs 
about $2 and can be bought at 
most farm stores.) The milk should 
then be chilled quickly by placing 
the container in cold. water and 
stirmng until cool enough to. be 
refrigerated. 

Until the advent of the drug 
aureomycin there was no generally 
accepted treatment for wundulant 
fever. People who did not have 
relatively strong constitutions were 
unable to overcome the infection 
and suffered a chronic condition 
the rest of their lives. 

Georgians are making fine prog- 
ress in the drive to curtail disease 
among livestock. A never-ending 
battle to eliminate livestock dis- 
eases is on and getting results. 

The old ‘“‘common”’ diseases on 
the farm, affecting both animals 
and the humans who had contact 
with them, are onthe way out too.

‘Illiterate’ Cherokee 
Invented Langua ge 


It is to be doubted that many Georgians 
know the famous Sequoyah trees of California are 
named in honor of an early resident of our state 
~-The Cherokee Sequoyah, illiterate inventor 


his people. 

A recent historical publication 
tells of Sequoyah and of many oth- 
er engrossing things about the na- 
tion within a nation. 

The publication dea‘. with New 
Echota, capital of the Cherokee 
Nation. 

New Echota lived a brief. bright 
life near the present city of Cal- 
houn, Georgia. The Indian Capital 
was founded in 1826. By 1820 it 
was declining, and hv 1838 it was 
gone, victim of the white man 

During its brief existence New 
Echota saw the emergence of a 
civilization remarkabl, advanced. 
a tribute to the ingenuity and 
adaptability of its Indian masters. 

A written 
vented, a Cherokee newspaper 
started, a republican ferm of gov- 
ernment adopted, support of 
schools inaugurated. 

“Early Georgia,’ a publication 
of the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of Georgia history, has de- 
voted its spring edition to New 
Eenota. The editor, Joseph R. 
Caldwell, Ocmulgee Netional Mon- 
ument, Macon, says in his fore- 
word that ‘‘had the forces opposed 
to the continued existence of the 
Cherokee Nation in the east been 
a little less strong, i: Cherokees 
might well have attained a cul- 
tural ‘balance which the whites 
would have been hard put to 
equal.” 

The story of yesturday’s New 
Echota is a remarkakle one, and 


a story aimost equally remarkable 


language was in- 


tirely a modern§ circumstance. 
Centuries ago tke wise men of Is 
rael were concerned with the haste 
with which men moved. People 
were rushing about and getting 
1 here. They were in a hurry 
and were becoming confused. 
They weren't waiting long enough 
to determine goals and purposes. 
S- their lives became snarled. 
They sped from one activity to 
another and from one hour into 
another so quickly that they 
missed those things in life which 
are worth living for. 

I believe in getting things done 
and sometimes in a hurry, but 
rushing sometimes gets us no- 
where.

D. S. writes: Is 
caused by a germ?

J. Y. writes: Do surgeons al- 
ways remove the appendix when 
an abdominal operation is being 
done for any reason, even if ap- 
pendicitis is not present? 

Yes, provided this additional 
surgery does not endanger the 
life of the patient. Removal of a 
normal appendix is not difficult 
and most surgeons believe it 
ought to be done when the ab- 
domen is opened anyway, to 
avoid a second operation later, 
in case appendicitis develops. 

L. D. writes: Will diet of any 
kind affect the growth of polyps 
in the st6émach? 

Diet is not much of a factor 
in this condition although the ul- 
cer type diet will reduce irrita- 
tion. 

H. L. writes: Does a person 
lose weight in all types of can- 
cer? 

Ultimately, yes, if the lesion 
is untreated. 


F. G. writes: Could allergy 
cause spastic constipation? 

Yes, but it might be difficult 
to prove. There are various 
causes of spastic bowel, which 
are described in our leaflet on 
the subject. It can be obtained 
by sending a stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope with request. 

Mrs. T. writes: If a Caesarean 
is to be done, does the woman 
have to wait until she is in la- 
bor? 

No. Caesarean sections usually 
are scheduled a week or two be- 
fore the baby is due. Labor com- 
plicates matters because it in- 
creases the chances of Infection. 

R. L. writes: Kindly tell me 
about the steak diet. 

Steak is high in proteins and 
-contains fewer calories than cer- 
tain fatty and starch foods. In 
this respect, it is useful in weight 
reduction. Proteins are absorbed 
more slowly than carbohydrates 
and supply energy over a longer 
period of time. This prevents 
weakness, one of the objection- 
able features of a low caloric 
diet.

report a cleaned-up plate after 
lunch every day. 

One child refused to let his 
mother pour any liquid off the 
canned vegetables. Another 
was startled at carrots being 
skinned for dinner.

When the food study began 
early in January, each child 
and his parents kept a record 
of what he ate for three days. 
The children were weakest in 
vegetables. Every day since, 
they have spent part of each 
day in studying foods. 

The carrot committee started 
the ball rolling. Each of the 
four of them brought in carrots 
which were washed and cut up 
for tasting by each student. The 
food value was searched out via 
books and entered on a chart. 
EAGER NUTRITIONISTS 

The eager, young nutrition- 
ists have drawn pictures about 
food, written letters and stories 
and paraphrased songs. As a 
sort of ‘‘thesis’’ they planned 
one day’s menu for Brandon's 
1,000 students, which was car- 
ried out to the letter by the 
cafeteria. 

And to show off their handi- 
work, which is something to 
brag about, they chose Friday 
as parents’ day. Vegetable cor- 
sages were pinned on each 
mother, and everyone was 
served vegetable salad made by 
the children. 

Besides vegetables the class 


‘ studied milk and meat. And, ac- 


cording to mothers and daddies, 
it is easy to see the effect. The 
children are interested in try- 
ing any dish that is well pre- 
pared. And they can tell you 
what they are. eating right on 
down to the number of units of 
vitamin A in that serving of 
spinach. 

PART OF CURRICULUM 

A study of food in some way 
is part of every year’s first 
grade curriculum in Mrs. 
Thompson's room and has been 
for several years. And Mrs. 
Henrietta Kilpatrick is one of 
the many mothers who is glad 
of it. 

She said: ‘‘Find a parent who 
has not had her share of prob- 
lems regarding food dislikes i 
small fry and you find the un- 
usual.,”’ 

The prize reaction came from 
one of the 7-year-olds after Mrs. 
Thompson had explained that 
many vitamins flow down the 
drain instead of onto plates be- 
cause of poor preparation. 

‘‘The kitchen sink is often bet- 
ter fed than the family,’’ she 
said.

The Georgia Bar Assn. recom- 


mended Friday a drastic change 


in the section of jurists to serve 
on the Supreme 
Court and the 
Court of Appeals 
of this state. 
Under a_ reso- 
lution adopted by 
the GBA conven- 
tion at Augusta 
the courts and 
the lawyers themselves would have 
a voice through a judicial commis- 


‘sion in the appointments to the 


appellate court benches. 

The GBA proposal calls for 
creation of a Georgia Judicial 
Commission, composed of seven 
members. Five lawyer members 
would be appointed by the Su- 
preme Court. The other’ two 
members would be named by the 
governor and would not have to 
be lawyers. 

When a vacancy occurred on 
the Supreme Court or the Court 
of Appeals, the commission would 


‘submit the names of not less than 


two and not more than three 
nominees to the governor to fill ¢ 
the vacancy. The governor would 
have to make the appointment 
from the commission's list of 
nominees. 

The plan, which apparently 
would require a_ constitutional 
amendment, also. would extend 
the terms of the appellate court 
jurists to eight years. 

Under existing law, the gover- 


nor has complete freedom of 


choice in making appointments 
to the high court.
